Please replace claim 1 with the following claim: 




1. (TWICE AMENDED) A cables arrester, in combination with an energized-fluid conduit, 
comprising: 

a cd^duit having a wall surface, the conduit for conducting an energized fluid 

therethrough; 

a plurality of power cables confined within said conduit; and 
means removably fixed to said wall surface of said conduit for holding said 
plurality of cables in spaced-apaft disposition across said conduit. 
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
